In his address before both houses of Congress President Wilson spoke 


as follows: ."I have called the Congress into extraordinary session be- 
cause there are serious choices of policy to be made and made immediate- 
ly- 


On the third of February, I especially laid before you the extraordinary 


announcement of the imperial German government that on and after Feb- 
ruary 1, 1917, it would be the purpose of the imperial government to lay 
aside all restrains of law and of humanity and thru its submarines to sink 
every vessel that sought, to approach the ports of Great Britain or Ireland 
or the coast of Europe or any,ports of the Mediterranean sea controlled by 
the enemies of Germany. 


But prior to this announcement and since April 1,*of last year the im- 


perial government had somewhat retrained the commanders of its subma- 
rines and declared in effect that neutral vessels unarmed and not carrying 
contraband should not be sunk, and that all vessels should be given due 
warning; that all vessels that their submarines might seek to destroy, when 
no resistance was offered, should not bj sunk until their crews were given 
a fair chance to save their lives. 
During all that time a certain degree of 


destraint -was observed. 


RESTRAINT LAID ASIDE UNDER NEW POLICY 


Under its new policy the imperial government of Germany has swept 


every restraint aside. 
Vessels of every kind, no matter what their char- 


acter, their class or their errand, have been sent to 
the bottom 
of 
the 


ocean without warning or without mercy. This policy has included friend- 
ly neutrals along with the belligerents. Even hospital ships and ships car- 
rying relief to the sorely bereaved and stricken people of 
Belgium, 
tho 


these ships were promised safe conduct by the German government itself 
and were distinguished from ordinary vessels by unmistakable marks, have 
been sent to the bottom of the ocean with a reckless lack of compassion 
or ordinary regard for the rights of humanity. 
I was for a little while en- 


couraged to believe that the imperialGerman government had decided fully 
to subscribe to the law of civilization. 


THE ORIGIN OF INTERNATIONAL LAW 


International law had its origin in the attempt to establish some rule 


which would be resptcted and observed on the sea, where no nation has the 
right of domination. 
By painful stage after stage as this law has been built 


up with meager results, after all has been accomplished that could be ac- 
complished, it has always been with a view of what the heart 
and con- 


science of mankind demanded. This minimum of human rights has been 
swept aside by the German government with the plea of military neces- 
sity and with the excuse that it had no weapon it could employ at sea. 


I am not now thinking of the loss of property involved, immense and 


varied as that loss is, but only of the wanton and wholesale destruction of 
the lives of non-combatants, of the men, women and children. Property can 
be paid for, the lives of innocent and peaceful people cannot be.
